The Military View 


of Korea Doesn't 


Square With British 


In our country, as in all true 


republics, the mililary are subordi- 
nates lo the civil authority which 
the people have elected. The same 
.is true also, of course, in a limited 


Si 'monarchy like Great Britain where 


the roy'al house is a mere symbol 
and authorily rests with the major- 
ity in the elective parliament. 


But while civilians issue the ord- 


ers that send military men into 
battle the opinions of 
qualified 


military leaders as lo the conduct 
and- course of the war carry tre- 
mendous weight with the nation. 


It's perfectly obvious that the 


., disagreement 
between 
General 


" Douglas Mac-Arthur and the Slalc 


Department over how the Korean 
war was to be run, climaxed by 
President Truman's firing of the 
general, had a disaslrous 
effect 


upon the Democratic party when 
the people got around to voting on 
Truman's successor. 


Everyone knew we were bogged 


down in Korea, and, this being 
fundamentally a mililary rather 
than a political problem, we pul 


I more confidence in tho crusty judg- 


ment of a professional soldier than 
in the paper plans of civilians. Nor 
were we surprised, as an afler- 
malh of the Eisenhower victory, 
to sec the 
new 
administration 


swing to the MacArthur view — 
that it's going lo lake something 
more than a slalic battle-front to 
wind up Ihe Korean tragedy. 


I have been four paragraphs get- 


ting to my point, which is, that 
yesterday's Star carried a head- 
line: "Korean Truce Termed Un- 
pardonable." It turned out to be 
nn explosive interview with Lt. 
Gen. Edward M. Almond, comman- 
der of the 10th Corps when it was 
thrown out of North Korea by the 
intervention of the Chinese Com- 
munists in the summer of 1951. 


General Almond said that by 


1952 
the enemy was drawn thin 


and highly vulnerable, and to per- 
mit an extended truce at that par- 
ticular moment simply didn't make 
sense. His exact words were: 


"To harangue and delay and' 


allow your opponent to become 
stronger so that he can fight 
you harder later on is unpar- 
donable, In my humble opinion 
as a soldier. They- (the Com- 
munists) were 
punch-drunk 


and 
ineffective, 
and I, per- 


sonally, thought at the time 
that it was the time to finish 


• 
off the effort." 
But we.,had our allies in the 


United" Nations to .reckon 'witli, 
and so a stalemate was in the 
making — the inevitable result 
when civilians mix with the mili- 


• tary in a shooting war. 


What would General Almond do 


today? He suggests a naval block- 
ade of the China coast; bpmbing 
the Manchurian railways 
which 


supply the enemy in Korea; and 
encouraging Chiang Kai-shek's Na- 
-tionalists on Formosa to invade 
China.

This doesn't seem to involve 


American 
manpower any more 


than it is already involved, and 
certainly we could be doing no 
more against Russia than she is 
already doing against us. 


Nevertheless, the British don't 


like it. I wouldn't be surprised 
if this were the point at which the 
British start. s,bmc of the cpmpris- 
ing they arc always 'asking us to 
do. Britain carries weight on Euro- 
pean matters — her sphere of the 
world; Bui * we are under no illu- 
sion about the Pacific. That war 
we: had to fight virtually alone, 
and; oh the 'calculated risk that 
it will always $a that way in tho 
Pacific, this may be the time to 
tell the .British we'll play it ac- 
cording to the generals? and the ad- 
hiirals — not having had much 
luck with the silk hats of Downing 
Street.

House Bill 
Gives Power to 
Highway Board 


LITTLE ROCK, MV- The House 


today passed n bill giving the High- 
way Commission extensive powers. 


The bill was described as one for 


an enabling act to cffectuale pur- 
poses of a constitutional amend- 
ment adopted at the last general 
election lo set up the present new 
type Highway Commission. . 


The measure was one of 
four 


passed as the House took up a 
second batch of administration bills 
— these relating to highway mai- 
lers. The vole was 7G-7. 


Also passed was a bill to remove 


the present 
20-gallon 
exemption 


from gasoline tax allowed truckers 
entering the state. 


Another bill passed would dele- 


gate to the State Police certain 
powers now held jointly with the 
Revenue Department and Highway 
Department. 


Included would be operation of 


crews for
